2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1,2 and 6 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Krenzer 

Krenzer teaches a diamond dressing wheel, 30, for dressing a grinding wheel, 20, the dressing wheel including at least one 
interrupted cutting outer surface, 34, with at least one flat grinding surface, (the space between the cutting teeth, 34), adjacent to the 
interrupted cutting outer surface, the interrupted cutting surface being a plurality of tips extending outwardly from the outer surface, 
wherein the plurality of tips contacts the grinding wheel during the grinding operation, (col. 4, lines 3-55). 

Claims 1-7 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus has industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can be 
made or used in industry. 

Claims 3-5 and 7 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2>(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the subject 
claimed matter.
